But upon his own energy, for his water 
supply. There is an opportunity for 
enterprise right at our doors, which 
ias the "potentiality" to a remarkable 
xfent, and it is a wonder it has never 
been taken advantage of. A ditch 
could be built from a point on the 
Truckee river nearly opposite the head 
of the Steamboat ditch, on the north 
side of the river to the splendid land in 
Prosser, Spanish Springs and Cotton- 
wood vallevs at a cost not to exceed 
ten dollars an acre on the land it would 
reclaim. Such a ditch would get a 
good line all the way, except around 
I he sand grade above Bates' ranch and 
the rocks above Laughton's. It would 
go through Crystal Peak, and would 
begin to cover good farming land when 
not more than three miles long. Be- 
tween Peavine mountain and the 
Truckee river lie great benches of ex- 
cellent land that are in elegant shape 
for farming for fruit, grain or hay. 
There are many places lielpw the line 
where reservoirs could be built cheaply, 
and these filled during the high water 
times in the Spring, and then drawn 
off ou lands below theja as needed. 
Such a ditch would not be high enough 
for Lcmmons' valley, but it would find 
plenty of land just as good and not so 
frosty 
• Surveys have been made of 


the line and its cost very closely esti- 
mated. A citizen of Reno has all the 
data, and any one interested can learn 
all about the matter. It seems that

A VEKY LITTLE CO-OPERATION 


Between the State, the railroad and 
the people. Let a good company be 
formed, and tho State and the railroad 
would no doubt put in their lands under 
a bond. Then let the company issue 
interest-bearing bonds on lands, water 
rights, ditch, surveys, and all their 
proiwrty, to get the camil built. Their 
bonds could be made payable from the 
sains of land as fast as they came in 
and they would more than pay off 
every cent, leaving the fortunate pro- 
jectors in possession of a property worth 
a million, and bringing in eighty thou- 
sand dollars per annum. There is not 
an acre of land now in Washoe county 
under a ditch that can be bought for 
ten dollars an acre, no matter how 
rocky or hilly it may be, and ninei 
tenths of the land below the line 
spjken of would be smooth, rich land, 
free, from alkali, rocks and gullies, 
sloping to the south, with good drain- 
age and everything to recommend it. 
There is not a man in Reno who owns 
a dollar's worth of property but could 
afford to take stock in such a work, for
